A  BRIEF  HISTORY  OF  FOOTSCRAY  JUST  JUNIORS 


Footscray  JUST  Soccer  Club  first  entered  a 
junior  team  in  an  official  competition  in 
I960*  -It  was  an  under  12*s  team  and  none 
of  the  boys  had  played  organised  soccer 
before.^  All  of  them  were  only  9  or  10 
years  old*  They  lost  their  first  game  5*0 
to  Essendon  who  were  a  much  older  and  more 
experienced  team.  Two  years  later  they  won 
the  under  12 *s  Victorian  Junior  Cup. 

In  1963  the  team  played  26  games,  winning 
them  all,  scoring  1 87  goals  and  conceding 
only  5. 

The  196/f.  season  was  a  record  year  for 
Footscray  JUST  Juniors.  The  club  entered 
fivS  junior  teams  (from  10  to  16  years), 
won  five  Premierships  and  five  Junior  Cups.
